HOW TO PLAN 
SUNDAY DINIER 


_ By JUDITH WILSON © 

VERY family has different 

ideas about Sunday cinners. 
In most homes, however, the 
housewife likes to plan items 
that will take as little time as 
bossible and yet have in them 
something that speils holiday 
ond a good time. Oi course you 
must eat, but make it fun. Allow 
time in the morning if possible 
for chureh or a rouna of gelf or 
an outing if possible. If you have 
a chicken and a few trimmings 
in the icebox you are all set for 
friends oy members of the family 
to drop in to feast and chat 
shen they feel like it. 

Plan your Sunday dinner in 
sc-ordance with the manner in 
which you expect to spend the 
dey. If there’ is a regular late 
morning nap, make the break- 
fast more substantial with a 
good dinner about four o'clock 
in the afternoon and very light 
refreshments in the evening. 

If some activity is cn tne pro- 
gram, make the breakfast early 
and light with dinner About one- 
thirty or two o’clcck and a 
simple but fling supper about 
seven. Whatever You serve’ the 
guests should have a sense of 
affluence and leisure ro matter 
what limitations of time and 
money you may have to struggle 
against. 

“Plan your dinners—all meals 
for the day for that matter—so 
that as miuch last minuté prep- 
aration are avoided as much as 
possible. Most vegetables can be 
taken from your garden or mar- 
ket and partially prepared. Vege- 
tebles can be cooked and reheat- 
ed the next day in the sauce that 
accompanies them. Salad greens 
can be washed wrapped loosely 
in a clean towel and put into the 
ice bok to crisp. Molded salads 
and desstrts can be prepared the 
night before. Biscuits or hot 
bread can be made, cut out and 
put into buttered pais and kent 
in the icebox ‘until you are ready 
to pop them in the oven. 


Chicken Saute 


Chicken saute is a Sunday 
Ginner de luxe with the right ac- 
comrpaniments. You should steam 
small broilers until tender the 
day before, cut them into quart- 
ers and remove all the bones ex- 
cept those in the thigh and 
wings. Dredge the pieces in flour 
and season with salt and pepper 
and brown quickly in hot fat just 
before serving time. Serve on a 
large platter with a garnish of 
glazed peaches or apricots and 
a mount of potato balls dressed 
with butter and finely chopped 
parsley. Pass a dish of steaming 
hot cream sauce for the potatoes 
or meat. And on the side serve 
corn-on-the-cob which requires 
only about ten minutes cooking. 
It takes less than half an hour 
to place this delightful dinner 
before your guests.

The children of parents who 
habitually display anger bide 
their time as a rule, maintain- 
ing a semblance Of respectful 
silence meanwhile, p: rticularly 
if they have been struck. They 
know that when the storm pass- 
es, their parents will make atone- 
ment. 

Parents usually suffer shame 
after such emotional outbursts. 
And parental pride being what 
it fs, if rarely occurs to them to 
tell the child that ay are sorry 
for what happened when “I lost 
my temper’ and to “come and 
let's talk it over quietly now.”

T HAS often been said that if 

one Should search for a mod- 
ern Tatleyrand, he would find 
him in Lord Tyrell, the British 
Ambassador to France. Much 
has been said also about a 
European accord to European 
cebts owed to the United States. 
Accords are Lord Tyrell’s spe- 
Cialty. He has been flippantiy 
called Great’ Britain's greatest 
“eum -shoe.” 

No one will deny that he is 
the most astute diplomat of 
Europe, always assiyned to dif- 
ficult and delicate :.egotiations. 
A few years ago he went to 
Rome and quictly oiled and 
allayed various animosities 
which had to do with certain 
bellicose gestures of I! Duce. He 
was then Britain’s Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs. He 1s England’s 
most gifted rationahzer, adspt 
and wise to all the intricate 
vicks of diplomats. 

Lord Tyrell has served his 
country as a diplomat since he 
was twenty-three yéars old. He 
entered the Indian Civil Service 
soon after he finished his studies 
at Oxford. Gray, shaggy, a bit 
cynical, he finds none more deft 
than he in piecing together the 
scrambled picture’ puzzle of Eng- 
land’s foreign affairs.’ 

As long as Great Britain has 
Lord Tyrell and nis uncanny 
sixth sense to ferret out in ad- 
vance the moves of other na- 
tions’ diplomats, “John Bull” 
need not worry. Cultured, gentle- 
manly, suave Lord Tyrell with a 
historical family background to 
be envied has his fingers on the 
pulse of world affairs’ and like a 
lover he will find a way to 
smooth over all difficulties for 
his country.
